the defunct Home Bank of Canada, 
whom he found guilty last Friday of 
negligence in making. out ‘monthly 
and annual returns of the Bank to 
the department of finance at Ottawa, 
Smith was the first of several offi- 
clals of the bank, which failed in 
August, 1923, to stand trial on char- 
ges preferred under the Canadian 
Bank Act. 


Jones on the tSand 


Sidnoy H. Jones, Home Bank audl- 
tor, on trial charged with making 
false statements of the bank's: af- 
fairs, went into the witness box in 
his,own behalf this. morning. 

He said that bo was on his ‘way to 
England when the annual report of 
the Bank for the fiscal year ending 
May 31,1923, wag sent to tho Min- 
Ister of Finance at Ottawa. He al- 
so swore that he had nothing to do 
with the making up of the, annual 
statement and that he was never con- 
sulted about its contents. His first 
knowledge of tho statement baving 
sono to the minister was: acquired 
at this trial, he sald. He thought 
that his report was made only for 
the shareholders of the bank. 

. W. Harcourt, treasurer of the 
Law Society of Upper Canada, the 
Rev. T. 8. Macklem, formerly pro- 
vost of Trinity College and William 
D. Gywnne, vice-president of Bishop 
Strahan School Corporation, gave 
character evidence. All of them 
stated that they belleved Mr. Jones 
incapable of a dishonest act and that 
he was a high principled gentleman. 

’ ‘The accused on taking the stand 
sald he was 59 years of age and bad 
83 years experionce in accountancy 
and book-keeping. He came to Can- 
ada from London, England, when 25 
years of age. He was the first au- 
ditor the bank ‘had as previous to 
1914 no auditor was required by the 
Bank Act. He got $1,200 a year 
until 1922, when his salary was in-|t 
creased to $3,000.

Pumping and carrying water by 
hand je too expenstve at modern 
rates of wages, in very inconvenient, 
and Js wasteful of time and energy. 
No one likes the job. It in rapidly 
going out of date wherever people 
are getting acquainted with the more 
modern pumping and supply systems, 
The Compreasion System. 

‘The Compression System is the 
most popular one to-day. The idea 
is this: The hard ‘or soft water, as 
the case may be, is pumped into a 
large strong alr-tight metal tank to 
about two-thirds full. The water 
compresses the original alr in the 
tank and thereby. produces sufficient 
pressure to force the water out of the 
tank through a pipe Ine that con- 
nects to the sinks, closet, bathtub.

When I started to keep poultry I 
bullt a new hen-house, and the first 
year I had no. trouble at ‘all with 
mites, hut the second year gave mo 
lota of work. But one day I went 
out on @ pleasure drive which took 
moe close to a friend's home whom I 
knew to be a good poultry woman. 
f£ asked to see her flock, to which 
sho gladly led the way. 

The bvilding was just a ram- 
shackle old affair to which several 
Jeans had been added as her flock 
grow In size. She went right into 
the house, but I hesitated, for when I 
looked in I saw all sorts of boxes and 
barrels half full of straw with hens 
on them, the only thing provided for 
them to.lay in. But she invited me 
in, and reluctantly I complied, She 
ted off In conversation, I listening, 
expecting any minute to be set.upon 
by mites. . After few minutes ‘it 
dawned upon me tere were no mites 
In there, so 1 ed her how she

methods of application in’ common 
use; all are effective, but the ‘‘pinch 
mejhod’t is the most commonly prac- 
tiond tn small flocks. It consists of 
the application of the, sodium Suoc- 
iride powder dirbetly to the skin and 
feathers,of- the bird, the operator 
taking up what he can hold between 
the thumb and forefinger and apply- 
ing on breast, each thigh, each side 
of back, on the neck, head, under- 
-wide of each wing, below the vent. It 
‘takes ten pinches, of the chemical te 
cover the bird by this method and 
‘and skilled: operatora cau handle 
sizty birds an hour. : 
The Dusting Method. 

The dusting method of applying 
sodium Suorlde ig. by mixing with a 
Biller rial, as flour, tale, or plas- 
ter, to make four times the’ bulk of 
the insecticide, and then apply by 
shaker or blower duster to the rufed 
feathers of the bird. Greater speed 
in-treating the birds is secured at a 
Greater expenditure of chemical. 

The Dipping Plan. 

The dipping method of applying so- 
dium fluoride can be practiced dur- 
ing the summer abd early autumn 
season when there is ample warmth 
and sunlight to dry wet birds. The 
bath “is prepared {n a wooden tub 
and consists of one ounce of commer- 
clal sodiunt Suoride to a gallon of 
warm ‘water.. Sufficient quantity 
should be mixed to handle the work 
at hand. Five gallons of the solution 
will do. for 100-birds, The birds to 
be'treated are piaced {n-the dip for 
wa\ ¢wenty seconds and just before re- 
i; moval the head ia soused' aod the 
bird taken out and allowed to drain. 
The: dip should be body heat for 
fowl, about 107°, and the work done 
on a quiet, bright day, when it is 
Warm enough to ary the. birds 
quickly. 

Other Means Suggested. 

There are a number of other 
methods that have proved to be high- 
ly efictent, among which the carbolic 
acid, gasoline and plaster of paris 
mixture is coming into general use. 
Thus dusting powder is prepared by 
mizing three parts gasoline, one part 
carbolic acid (90 per.cent. pure) and 
stirring in enough paster of paris to 
take up all moisture. It is applied 
as a dusting powder with a shaker. 
or by hand. 

A medicated dust wallow beneath 
the shade in the poultry yard or with- 
in the shelter of the building Is a 
great ald in keeping tho louse popu- 
lation down. A box partly filled with 
fine road dust to which tobacco dust 
has been added at the rate of one 
to six, is very useful and relleves the 
ol hen of many an iteh.—L. Steven- 
son, Dept. of Meteeston. 0. A.C., 
Guelph.

y Hardy Alfalfa In Ontario.

It has mag- 
nified the, importance of drinking liquor and 
because it has been forbidden has invested it with 
anattraction. Under Prohibition parties and dances 
have become places where the flask is passed 
around, and because the drinking has been done 
in circumstances where social conditions and 
habits have imposed no restraint, excesses have 
become common. 


GOVERNMENT CONTROL HAS ALWAYS 
OUSTED PROHIBITION 

In spite of what extremists may say, the condi- 
tions created by Prohibition have never been satis- 
factory. Undoubtedly, in abolishing the old-time 
saloon, a step was taken in the ripht direction. 
But that the public considered Prohibition a.sclu- 
tion of the liquor problem has never been the case. - 
Something better and more effective hes always 
been desired, and it has becn found in Government 
Control. Every Province in Canada has had Pro- 
hibition.

Another Plan for Killing. Twitch 
Grass, - 


A successful experiment in ridding 


sland of twitch grass was made re- 


cently by the Farm, Department of 


the Ontario Agricultural College on a 


field that was a mass of twitch after 
the oat crop had been removed. 

The land was so badly infested 
t the field produced a very small 
crop that season. After the oats 
were removed, the land was ploughed 
lightly and tractor-disced twice, and 
then cultivated and harrowed. Later 
in the fall this feld was ploughed 
with a double-disc plough, the front 
disc cutting alx to seven inches deep 
and the rear disc twélye to thirteen 
inches.: This brought loose subsoil 
up and threw It on top of the soddy 
mass of roots. 

In the following spring the field was 
Dianted to Aint corn in the check-row 
system. Practically no twitch made 
an appearance ‘during the summer, 
and the field, without fertilizer, pro- 
duced an excellent crop of Aint corn 
for husking.

OTTAWA, Oct. t+ Lengthy ne- 
gotiations covering @ period of 
months have resulted in an upward 
revision of the salary schedules of 
Dominion customs and excise offic- 
ers. Lower paid men recelye an irf- 
crease of $180 a year, with o dimin- 
ishing Increase as salaries mave up 
to $2,400, it was announced here to- 
day. 

This {s considerably less than the 
men asked, their request being for 
$240 increase for lower-paid em- 
ployees. However, the difference is 
somewhat offset by the recent 
change in the annual increase from 
$60 to $120. Thus the men ure 
really granted only $60 less for 
j lower-paid employees than they

COLLECTING LOYALIST RECORDS 


The Mayor of Belleville, Ont., 


Mr. W. C. Mikel, K.C., has taken 
in hand a valuable historical sor- 
vice in connection with the an- 
nals of English speaking settie- 
ment Jn this country. Belleville 
lies In the heart of the, earllest 
United Empire Loyalist settle- 
ments in Upper Canada and Its 
Mayor organized the celebration 
of thelr coming which In the early 
summer attracted widespread at- 
tention in Canada and the United 
States. Out of that’ celebration 
has grown the {dea of making a 
“Book of Remembrance,” record- 
ing the names of as many of the 
original United .Empire Loyalists 
as can be obtained, and also the 
names of their descendants. 
Strangely enough though there 
are many accounts of the coming 
of the Loyalists during the period 


American Revolution, no definite 
attempt at comprehensive records 
has yet been made. 

The migration of the Loyalists 
‘fs in reality one of the most slg: 
nificant political events In the his- 
tory of this continent. In tthe 
terms made after the surrender of 
Yorkton, Washington promised 
amnesty to the loyalists as ix 
usually done in clvil war. Many 
of the state legislatures of tho 
young republic proceeded at once 
to repudiate this promise and a 
course of spollation was embarked 
on., Unconsclously these legista- 
tures were contributing to the 
foygdation of a great English- 
speaking community in the north.

and _Reneral courtesy to travelers. 

“Germany had a poor year, and 
‘German hotelkeepers are much dis- 

appointed that the visitors from 
America who flocked to the Wem- 
bley Exposition and the . Olympic 
games did not extend their trip\in- 
to Germany. This was due in part 


small- {to the upset condition of the trans- 


portation systems of Germany, and 
slso te high prices, the municipal 
tnxea -imposed on. forelgn  hotct 
guests, and the difficulties which 
forelgners underwent last year at 
the ‘hands of German police offi- 
cials, when an effort was made to 
free the country of ‘“‘objectionable 
foreigziers,”” 

Americans who have visited Ger- 
many this year have been mostly 
persons of German extraction, and 
business men. News of .the high 
prices undoubtedly sent many peo- 
ple to Italy or southern France who 
might otherwise have come to Ger- 
many. 

On the whole. Americans who vis- 
ited Europe this season probably 
did not have as comfortable a time 
as they anticipated. London. hotels 
were crowded throughout the season 
feeant their prices were so high that 
even wealthy tourists found much

Sixty years ago two men managed 
to rise in a balloon to a height of five 
miles above the earth's surface, and 
foz many yearg that ascent remaines 
@ record, says the London Tit-Bits. 

In those days it was taken for 
granted that the higher you went the 
colder ¢. got, but nothing was known 
for certain until, in 1903, a French 
meteorologist began to experiment by 
seading up small balloons, to each of 
which was attachéd a sel{-registering 
thermometer, . 

Most of t? « were lost, but some 
were recové d, and the fact was 
revealed that fn every case after sls. 
and & half miles the steady fall io 
temperature ceased abruptly. Indeed, 
@ slight rise was often noticed above 
that height. 

Since then these smell balloons 
sondes, as they are called, have been 
used all over the world. They are 
taade of rubber and constructed so 
that when they burst they turn into 
parachutes, which bring the instru- 
ments intusted to them safely back 
to earth. These balloons have bees 
went up to 46,000 feet. 

Pilot ball-ons, which are larger, 
and which are used for testing ihe 
alr currents of tho upper attnosphera 
have been sent up to 82,000 feot, 
and have proved that at great alti- 
tudes there are winds blowing at 122 
miles an hour—that is, faster than 
anything near. tho earth’s surface. 
These iittle balloons: are teaching 
us-all sorts of interesting things 
about the top of the weather, Up ta 
the present century we were able te 
atudy only the bottom of It. 

One odd fact is that. the coldest 
regions do not Ile over the ‘poles, 
but over the equator, Tho’ greatest
